Sandy Lake-area 
dearcutting to 
go forward 


Legal loophole. 

Residents protest 
developer's decision, 
but HRM’s hands tied 


The municipal councillor for 
Bedford says a loophole in 
HRM’s planning regulations 
has allowed a developer to 
legally clearcut hundreds of 
acres of land near Sandy Lake. 

Coun. Tim Outhit said Arm- 
co Communities hasn’t applied 
for a development permit for 
the property off Hammonds 
Plains Road, and so isn’t bound 
by any municipal laws. 

“It was quite a surprise to 
me and some of my colleagues 
... when we figured out it 
didn’t apply until the develop¬ 
ment process began.” 

A handful of area residents 
gathered at the site Thursday to 
protest the clearcutting, saying 
it’s jeopardizing “fragile” land. 

“Sandy Lake is an absolutely

beautiful pristine lake,” said 
Karen Robinson, adding it’s on 
HRM’s list of future regional 
parks. “We’ve asked them in 
meetings and phone calls to 
stop the cutting nearest the 
lake.” 

Outhit said both HRM and 
provincial officials say the com¬ 
pany is following “good logging 
processes” — but he said it’s 
still a baffling decision. 

“I certainly have told them 
in person and in writing that I 
think they’re making a mistake 


turning the community against 
them,” he said. 

Armco’s website states the 
land is being cleared so that 
development can begin as soon 
as the city’s planning process is 
complete. 

“Areas for cutting have been 
assessed and any potential wet¬ 
lands have been carefully de¬ 
lineated to ensure these lands 
are not disturbed,” states the 
site. 

Armco’s vice-president of 
sales said the company is stay¬ 
ing in touch with the com¬ 
munity. “We met with them, 
we told them we would meet 
with them as the planning 
progress continues,” said Chris 
Fourgnaud. 

Outhit said closing the 
loophole could happen as part 
of the five-year review of the 
Regional Plan. 

“That’s one way to deal with 
it, but of course that would be 
for going forward,” he said. 
“That wouldn’t be retroactive.”

Mic Mac Mall 
pulls ‘sexist’ 



Back-to-school gaffe. 

Apology comes after 
critics denounce ads for 
portrayal of young girls 


Mic Mac Mall is apologizing 
after launching a series of 
back-to-school shopping ads 
that provoked a torrent of 
outrage from people who de¬ 
nounced the campaign as sex¬ 
ist for depicting young girls in 
a dim light. 

The mall yanked the ads 
Thursday following a public 
backlash that reverberated 
on social media and even gar¬ 
nered the attention of popular 
U.S. website BuzzFeed. 

“Mic Mac Mall is sincerely 
soriy for offending its cus¬ 
tomers,” Rebecca Logan, the 
mall’s marketing director, said 
Thursday in a statement. 

“We’ve heard what our 


customers have to say and we 
understand why you’re angiy. 
It was never intended to be of¬ 
fensive.” 

Logan declined requests for 
an interview, saying the mall 
would make no further com¬ 
ments beyond its statement. 


The ad campaign, which 
ran for a week on radio, tele¬ 
vision, billboards and online, 
featured illustrations of young 
girls with lines like “My fa¬ 
vourite class? Shop!” and “Mix¬ 
ing patterns — now that’s a 
science!”

Another ad said: “Social 
studies? Does posting my new 
boots on Faceboolc count?” 

The campaign generated a 
fierce response from people 
who said it reinforced gender 
stereotypes of young women 
as ditzes interested only in 
shopping and not education. 

“I just feel like it’s not 
really fair to portray women as 
the only thing they’re excited 
about going back to school 
is shopping and mixing pat¬ 
terns,” said Kierra Gallant, a 
19-year-old science student at 
St. Francis Xavier University. 

Sarah Paynter, a student at 
University of King’s College, 
said she found the campaign 
sexist but “not shocking.” 

In an effort to regain cus¬ 
tomer trust, Logan said the 
mall plans on donating $5,000 
to a yet-to-be-chosen local or¬ 
ganization that focuses on em¬ 
powering girls.

Take kitty. Society says 
wait lists are swelling

The SPCA in Nova Scotia has 
issued an urgent appeal for 
help with a boom in the num¬ 
ber of cats coming into already- 
crowded shelters. 

The society’s director of 
animal care said there are cur¬ 
rently more than 1,000 cats 
on shelter wait-lists across the 
province. 


“We are kind of in our 
second flow of kittens being 
bom ... which is bottlenecking 
a lot of our resources,” said 
Sandra Flemming Thursday. 
“Blah.” 

Although the adoption rate 
has climbed significantly in the 
last year, Flemming said that’s 
just making more room in the 
shelter for other cats in need. 

Flemming said the shelters 
are currently triaging their in¬ 
take, prioritizing sick and in¬ 
jured animals, newborn kittens 
and pregnant cats — but turn¬ 
ing away any owned animals. 

She said members of the 
public can help with the crisis 


Items shelter needs 


Three most-needed items at 
the provincial shelter: 


• Kitty litter (non-clumping) 


• Wet/canned cat food 


• Bleach 


through donations, by adopting 
or by becoming a foster family. 

“I think right now we are 
probably running around 250 
in foster ... so if we didn’t have 
that capacity, those are 250 


animals that would have been 
refused,” she said. 

Foster families take animals 
into their home until they’re 
adopted. The SPCA covers the 
cost of all supplies and any 
medical treatment, so it’s cost- 
neutral to the foster family. 

Flemming also said more 
government support is also 
needed to help shelters keep 
up with the recurring flood of 
felines. 

“We receive zero govern¬ 
ment funding,” she said. 
“There’s just not enough gov¬ 
ernment support for us to have 
the resources to bring all these 
animals in.” 



Appeal court. Bail bid by 
Halifax man imprisoned 
in death of infant rejected 


The Nova Scotia Court of Ap¬ 
peal has rejected a bid for bail 
by a Halifax man sentenced 
last year to six and a half 
years in prison in the death 
of his infant daughter. 

In a written decision re¬ 
leased Thursday, Justice Peter 
Biyson says Ashiqur Rahman 
has not proven that his con¬ 
tinued detention pending an 
appeal of his case is not ne¬ 
cessary in the public interest. 

Biyson says Rahman’s lack 
of candour with the court 
raises concerns about his will¬ 
ingness to honour the condi¬ 
tions of an interim release. 

Rahman was sentenced 
last August after being con¬ 
victed of manslaughter and 
aggravated assault in the July 
2009 death of seven-weelc-old 
Aurora Breakthrough. 

His sentence was reduced 



by two years and three 
months by the trial judge for 
time served in remand. 

A date for Rahman’s ap¬ 
peal has not been set, but an 
appeal court panel will hear 
a motion for new evidence in 
October, the Canadian press 


Teen chained in cabin 


Sackvilleman 
chargedin 
confinement case 
to face trial by judge

A Sackville man charged 
with sexual assault in the 
case of a teenage boy who 
was chained inside a Nova 
Scotia cabin will go to trial 
in March. 

John Leonard MacKean 
is scheduled for a three-day 
trial by judge and juiy be¬ 


ginning March 17 in Bridge- 
water Supreme Court. 

MacKean, who was not 
in court Thursday, is also 
charged with communi¬ 
cating for the purpose of 
obtaining sexual services 
from a person under 18. 

Defence lawyer Mike 
Taylor said outside court 
that he is considering a 
challenge for cause — a re¬ 
quest to dismiss a prospect¬ 
ive juror due to concerns 
that the person can’t be 
unbiased — because of the 
notoriety that the case has 
generated.

In two weeks, teenagers 
will be opening lime-green 
lockers, practising yoga and 
studying near fruit trees in 
the new Charles P. Allen High 
School in Bedford. 

Terry Smith-Lamothe, an 
architect with the Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation and 
Infrastructure Renewal, 
showed off the building 
to Education Minister Ra¬ 
mona Jennex, school-board 
members and the media on 
Thursday. 

“It really is phenomenal,” 
CPA principal Stephanie Bird 
said before the tour. 

“This school offers edu¬ 
cational opportunities that 
either didn’t exist in our pre¬ 
vious school, or have been 
completely enhanced.” 

About 1,300 kids start on 
Sept. 6 and will make use of 
the dance/martial-arts studio, 
textile and nutrition labs, 
large gymnasium and three 
floors of classroom space. 

The cafeteria opens onto 
CPA’s grassy courtyard, 
where students can relax on 
boulders from the site and 
admire cherry trees and blue- 
beriy bushes. 

“I can imagine a jazz quin¬ 
tet sitting down and playing 
music ... and entertaining 
people at lunchtime,” Smith- 


Lamothe said. 

Jennex said the common 
areas outside each classroom 
are an important learning 
feature, where groups can 
work on a project while be¬ 
ing supervised by teachers 
looking through a window to 
the hall. 

Smith-Lamothe said edu¬ 
cation has moved beyond his 
day, where there were rows 
of desks, and the teacher at 
the front with a blackboard. 

“It’s a whole different 
kind of teaching paradigm 
that will be expressed in this 
school,” he said. 

About 20 per cent of the 
materials used in the school 
are recycled. These include 
doors made from excess 
wood strips, and the plas¬ 
tic surface beneath the gym 
floor made from yogurt con¬ 
tainers. 

“If you ate yogurt in the 
last year, you probably con¬ 
tributed to this floor,” Smith- 
Lamothe said with a laugh. 

Jennex said the school 
was finished within budget, 
at a cost of $37 million from 
the province and $11 million 
HRM dollars. 

The school and attached 
community centre are at 200 
Innovation Dr., just past the 
new BlaclcBerry building off 
Hammonds Plains Road. 

Residents can use meeting 
rooms, a gymnasium, dance 
studio and the food lab for 
cooking classes in the centre. 

“(There’s) a pride factor 
because it is a public build¬ 
ing. This is Nova Scotia build¬ 
ing a building for ... its fu¬ 
ture voters, future citizens,” 
Smith-Lamothe said. “It be¬ 
longs to all of us.”

Justin Trudeau says, yes, he’s in¬ 
haled a few times and, yes, he 
was already a member of Parlia¬ 
ment the last time he did and, 
no, he has no regrets about it. 

The Liberal leader laid 
out his past marijuana use 
in a lengthy interview and in 
an exchange with reporters 
Thursday in which he made 
no apologies. 

He said he’s smoked pot 
five or six times in his life — 
including three years ago dur¬ 
ing a backyard get-together — 
and never really liked it much. 

Now that he’s come clean 
about using pot, he said, 
he’d like to move on and talk 
about the hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of people who have a 
criminal record for it. 

Trudeau sought to shift 
the focus onto his policy of 
legalizing marijuana when 
asked by reporters about his 
drug use and whether it had 
been a mistake. 


“No, it wasn’t a mistake,” 
Trudeau told journalists in 
Quebec City. 

“I do not consume canna¬ 
bis. I am not a big consumer at 
all. I tried it.... I’ve never tried 
other types of hard drugs. I am 
not a consumer of marijuana 
but, yes, I’ve already tried it. 
I used it — maybe five or six 
times in my life.” 

He said he believes public 
opinion has moved on and 
he’s confident that Canadians 
will judge him less harshly 
than his political opponents. 

What matters now, Tru¬ 
deau said, is ending a mari¬ 


juana prohibition policy that 
he says costs law enforcement 
$500 million a year and has 
left 475,000 people with crim¬ 
inal records since the Conserv¬ 
atives took office in 2006. 

He has said that issue 
touched his own family. 

Trudeau originally made 
the marijuana admission in 
a candid interview with the 
Huffington Post, in which 
he also revealed that his 
youngest brother, Michel, 
was charged with marijuana 
possession shortly before his 
1998 death in an avalanche.

Alberta woman describes 
surviving 12 days lost in woods

Her jaw was broken, her clothes 
were drenched and she was 
face-to-face with a bear. It was 
the night of July 14, the first 
of 12 the woman (whose name 
Metro is withholding because 
police allege she is the victim of 
a sexual assault), would spend 
lost in the bush. 

According to RCMP, the 


woman had been sexually as¬ 
saulted by a friend hours before 
after the truck they were trav¬ 
elling in became stuck on the 
reserve’s north end. It’s alleged 
he punched her in the face, 
breaking her jaw but she man¬ 
aged to escape. 

Speaking for the first time 
since the incident on Thursday, 
the woman said she became 
immediately disoriented after 
she was hurt. Then the rain 
started coming down. 


“I found a den,” she said. 
“I went inside and then a bear 
came. She smelled me up.... I 
kept my eyes locked (on her), I 
didn’t even want to blink.” 

The woman claims the bear 
then walked away but she con¬ 
tinued to hear it nearby. By 
morning, it was gone. 

But the ordeal was far from 
over. “I just kept telling myself, 
‘You’re not going to die,”’ she 
said. She made sure to keep 
her clothes dry but also hopped 


into the river from time to time 
to ride the current, a faster 
method of moving than by foot. 

Finally, on July 26, the 
woman was found. She was 
rushed to hospital and spent 
weeks recovering. Even now, 
her jaw is not healing properly. 

Still, she’s just happy to be 
alive. 

“I’ll never forget the bear,” 
she said, before adding, “I have 
got a second chance at life and 
am so grateful for that.”

A far-right murder spree went 
undetected for years because 
German security services 
made scores of errors, par¬ 
tially because of institutional 
bias against immigrants, a 
parliamentaiy investigation 
concluded Thursday. 

The report follows a 
19-month review of how po¬ 
lice and intelligence agencies 
failed to stop the National 
Socialist Underground group 
from killing eight Turks, a 
Greek and a policewoman be¬ 
tween 2000 and 2007. 

The group was only linked 
to the killings after two main 
members died in a murder- 
suicide after a botched 2011 
bank robbeiy. The third main 
suspect, Beate Zschaepe, 
went on trial in May. 

Committee members said 
police and domestic intelli¬ 
gence agencies were quick to 
attribute the slayings to or¬ 
ganized crime by immigrant 
groups — never properly con¬ 
sidering the possibility that 
the killings could have been 
racially motivated and linked.

A pair of spacewalking Rus¬ 
sian cosmonauts installed a 
new telescope mount on the 
International Space Station on 


Thursday, despite a flaw in the 
device. 

Fyodor Yurchikhin and Alek¬ 
sandr Misurkin — making their 
second spacewalk in under a 
week — initially gave up fly¬ 
ing to plug in the platform for 
a yet-to-be-launched telescope. 
But after more than an hour 
of discussion at Russian Mis¬ 
sion Control, the cosmonauts 
installed it. 

Yurchikhin and Misurkin re¬ 


ported that the base of the plat¬ 
form appeared to be misaligned 
because it wasn’t assembled 
properly on the ground. The 
problem could prevent the fu¬ 
ture telescope from pointing in 
the right direction. 

But engineers near Moscow 
determined the misalignment 
could be overcome at a later 
date. 

The swivelling platform will 
hold an optical telescope that 


will be launched in November 
and installed by spacewalking 
cosmonauts. 

The cosmonauts also ran 
into some difficulty tightening 
some antenna covers. 

Because of a flyaway cover 
earlier this week, the cosmo¬ 
nauts double-checked the re¬ 
maining shields to make sure 
they were secure. At least two 
were loose, one by a lot.

When an unemployed Pales¬ 
tinian programmer named 
Khalil Shreateh hacked into 
billionaire Faceboolc founder 
Mark Zuclcerberg’s personal 
profile on the social network, 
the message he posted was re¬ 
spectful. “Dear Mark Zuclcer- 
berg,” it began, “First sony 
for breaking your privacy....” 

The 30-year-old from Heb¬ 
ron had discovered a glitch 
that allowed him to post on 
any wall on the network. 
Faceboolc usually provides 
$500 US rewards for identify¬ 
ing such a weakness, but did 
not pay out in Shreateh’s 
case, saying that he had 
violated protocol. In stepped 
the ethical hacker commun¬ 
ity, and over $12,000 US has 
been crowdsourced to reward 
the Palestinian, who was in a 
good mood when we spoke. 


You could have written any¬ 
thing. Were you tempted to 
make the message spectacu¬ 
lar? 

No, because it was a serious 
vulnerability, but I was forced 
to write after Faceboolc ignored 
my first and second reports. I 
was frustrated. 

Were you angry with Zucker- 
berg? 

I admire Mark, and anyone 
who starts a project like that. 
Mark built Faceboolc in college, 
it did well, he got famous and 
eveiyone would want to be like 
him. I have a lot of respect. 

Does this inspire you to hack 
more famous people and 
companies? 

I will keep watching for new 
vulnerabilities and report 
them, as I have done many 
times before. I will not break 
anyone’s privacy and hope that 
eveiy hacker uses what they 
find the right way and not for 


the black market. 

Is this type of hacking very 
popular where you're from? 
Will you inspire more of it? 

I can’t answer that because 
intelligence people will come 
after me (laughs). But many 
are doing this eveiywhere. I 
hope it will inspire not only in 
Palestine as eveiybody needs 
these skills. 

How have your friends and 
family reacted? 

I want to say thanks to the 
hacker community for their 
donations, I really appreciate 
it. My family was worried I 
would be in jail and never have 
another job, but I thought I 
was helping people. 

What are you planning to do 
with the money? 

You cannot keep money in 
Palestine — I am veiy popular 
now. My family want me to get 
married, but I don’t.

Brazilians were outraged when 
they learned their country was 
a top target of the U.S. National 
Security Agency’s overseas spy¬ 
ing operation, with data from 
billions of calls and emails 
swept up in Washington’s top- 
secret surveillance program. 

Yet when it comes to spy¬ 
ing on philandering lovers, all 
high-tech weapons appear to 
be fair game — at least to the 
tens of thousands of Brazilians 
who downloaded the Boyfriend 
Tracker app to their phones be¬ 
fore it was removed from the 


Google Play app store last week, 
apparently in response to com¬ 
plaints about privacy abuses 
and its potential to be used for 
extortion or even stalking. 

Functions include sending 
the person doing the tracking 
updates on their partner’s loca¬ 
tion and forwarding duplicates 
of text message traffic from the 
targeted phone. There is even a 
command that allows a user to 
force the target phone to silent¬ 
ly call their own, so they can 
listen in on what the person is 
saying, the associated press

Richard: Mark, I don’t know 
what it says about me, but I 
really liked You’re Next. It’s 
disturbing, violent and with¬ 
out any redeeming social 
value, but I enjoyed sitting 
in the theatre with my hands 
over my eyes, afraid of what I 
might see next. I’m not usu¬ 
ally a fan of head trauma, 
but from what I saw as I 
peeked through my fingers, 


it worked well. You? 

Mark: Richard, I found it one 
of the best movies of its type 
ever. Home invasion films 
are my kind of scaiy because 
it could — and does — hap¬ 
pen. But I did find some re¬ 
deeming social value in it. I 
thought it turned out to be a 
sly satire on family dynamics 
and materialism. Without re¬ 
vealing too many plot twists 
— and I loved them all — this 
movie starts as one thing and 
becomes something a little 
deeper. And, yes, I don’t like 
to admit it, but I was scared 
through and through. 

RC: It’s hard to discuss with¬ 
out giving away a major plot 
twist, but I will say there is a 
Manson Family aspect to the 


story that really creeped me 
out. That and the anxiety-in¬ 
ducing John Carpenter style 
score throbbing in the back¬ 
ground. It’s all effective but it 
is the idea behind the movie 
that is truly disturbing. 

MB: Let’s not leave out the 
creepy animal masks! And I 
learned a lot from the movie, 
like how much can be accom¬ 
plished with a two-by-four 
and a simple set of nails. In 
fact, I just got back from the 
hardware store. I’m ready! 

RC: It is a lesson in survival- 
ism to be sure, but keep in 
mind how it works out for 
everyone. I think I’ll stick to 
calling 911. Lessons aside, I 
did like that while there are a 
number of hysterical charac¬ 


ters here — who wouldn’t be 
upset when your friends and 
family are being randomly 
murdered? — the hero, if you 
can use that word to describe 
someone who kills a person 
with a blender, is a woman. 
So often in these mov¬ 
ies women are the scream 
queens while the men do the 
heavy lifting. Here, the only 
person with any self-preser¬ 
vation instincts is female. 

MB: I think a blender is a 
perfect murder weapon for 
a woman — very Martha 
Stewart, in fact.

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remarkable women coming 
from all walks of life. Before 
then women were taking a 
much more minor role. They 
had to be a good daughter, 
good wife, good mother, and 
at that point you see women 
trying to have their own 
rights. 

The film examines how kung 
fu used to be incredibly ex¬ 
clusionary — solely an upper 
class pursuit. 

In the traditional sense, mar¬ 
tial arts were not for poor 
people. To practise martial 
arts you needed to be ex¬ 
tremely wealthy because you 
couldn’t do anything else. 
You had to practise — like, 
they had specific hours, like 
three o’clock in the morning 
and then three o’clock in the 
afternoon. Not too hot, not 
too cold. And then there are 
so many formalities. People 
visit you, you have to have a 
big party. When they leave, 
you have to send them with 
gifts. All these expenses, it’s 
a big thing. 


What does the Chinese film 
industry make of Hollywood 
films like Iron Man 3 partici¬ 
pating more with the coun¬ 
try’s filmmaking world and 
audience? A welcome growth 
or a threat? 

I always find it veiy silly to 
say, “As we are invaded by 
Hollywood” because we’ve 
been in this business for a 
long time. The only thing 
that’s important is to keep 
the audience coming back to 
the cinema. 

What do you make of the ris¬ 
ing importance of the global 
audience for Hollywood? 

Now we see very clearly that 
the film industiy cannot rely 
on a single market. Even 
for a Hollywood film, they 
cannot live on the domestic 
market alone. They need the 
international markets. So 
that’s why there’s more and 
more focus on the Chinese 
market, because it’s growing 
so fast. It becomes a major 
market for here, for eveiy- 
where.

The actors actually filmed 
alongside hungry sharks mak¬ 
ing Open Water, perhaps the 
only movie less frightening to 
watch than to star in. 

You’re Next (in theatres 
this weekend) 

This year’s entiy into the 
August annals of horror cin¬ 
ema, You’re Next holds much 
promise. It was picked up in a 
bidding war after it screened at 
the Toronto International Film 
Festival. Favourable early re¬ 
views about the thriller’s fresh 
spin on the home invasion add 


to the optimistic outlook. 

Scary Lows 

Piranha 3D (2010) 

Nobody was expecting this 
cheesy remake to see Oscar 
recognition, but the schlocky 
shocker about a lake terror¬ 
ized by man-eating piranha is 
more about skin than scares. 
When your film’s centrepiece 
is a feeding frenzy during a wet 
T-shirt contest, August seems 
like the obvious trash bin for 
that kind of gratuitous gore. 

Snakes on a Plane (2006) 

Despite the fact this Samuel 
L. Jackson thriller became a 
pop-culture phenomenon long 
before it hit theatres (thanks to 
its tacky tide), the amphibious 
flick didn’t meet its acquired 
Internet buzz. Then again, 
maybe all that pre-release hype 
just had potential moviegoers 
thinking “I’ve had it with hear¬ 
ing about these motherf—ing 
snakes on this motherf—ing 
plane.”

Breaking Bad ends 
with tears for creator 


Happy ending? 

Vince Gilligan talks 
about bringing the 
series to a close

With Vince Gilligan’s ground¬ 
breaking Breaking Bad end¬ 
ing its run after 62 episodes, 
we talked to the brain behind 
the series about what fans can 
expect — without giving away 
too much. 

He scrapped the original 
ending long ago: 

“I’m veiy impressed with J.K. 
Rowling for knowing where 
Harry Potter was going to end. 
That is impressive,” he says. “I 
had ideas, in early going when 
I was writing the pilot all by 
myself, of where it would all 
end, and I discarded them 
pretty quickly once I hired 
my six writers. This last year, 
in fact, where we knew we 
had these final 16 episodes, 
we went through many, many 
possibilities. In fact, we went 
through eveiy possibility we 
could think of because we 
didn’t want to leave any stone 
unturned. We wanted to think 
of every possible outcome. 
That’s why it took way longer 
than I thought it would take.” 

Writing the finale brought 
tears to his eyes: 

“I cried because it was over. 
I was in my condo in Albu¬ 
querque, writing the very last 


page of the last episode — I 
was writing the very last para¬ 
graph, in fact — and I started 
to tear up,” he remembers. “It 
was because I knew that is it. I 
was never going to get to write 
that character again. I mean, 
not on Breaking Bad. It was 
a hard-fought battle, and it 
was a result of thousands and 
thousands of hours of work 
and emotion, and I teared up 
because as hard as it was those 
six years, I knew in that mo¬ 
ment I was going to be very 
sad it was over. And I was and 
I am sad. But I feel right that it 
ended when it did, creatively.” 

There won’t be a movie: 

“I’d be very surprised. Every 
show is different, and I think 
it’s wonderful when there’s a 
movie version of a TV show,” 
he says. “But I always felt for 
this one show, for Breaking 
Bad, that it would be a bit of 
an injustice to the show it¬ 
self, to what we were trying 
to build all these years, for it 
to end in a fashion that didn’t 
feel complete and satisfying 
on the small screen. We’re 
leaving it all on the field with 
these final eight episodes.” 

It doesn’t have to end poorly 
for everyone: 

“I have to be careful the way 
I answer these questions, be¬ 
cause I don’t want to ruin any¬ 
thing for anybody, but I can 
tell you that the writers and 
I, we’re not out to punish any 
character,” he offers. “There’s 
the old saying that it’s very 
easy to extract emotion from 
an audience by being mean 
to a child or beating a puppy 


with a stick or something. We 
were not tiying to go for those 
kind of feelings. We looked 
at these episodes as our last 
chance to end the stoiy in as 
satisfying a manner as pos¬ 
sible. The best answer I can 
give is that I’m veiy satisfied 
by the ending. That is not to 
say it’s a happy ending, nor a 
sad ending — nor to give any 
promise of how one will feel 
emotionally when it’s over. 
But it is to say that I hope it 
feels proper. Fitting. It feels fit¬ 
ting to me.”

Have you noticed how big 
and bold and robust salads 
have become? It’s as though 
salads no longer can be con¬ 
tent to be on the side and 
complement the rest of the 
meal. 

Most recipes these days 
seem to insist the salad be 
the meal. Which can be 
nice, particularly in the 
heat of summer. But some¬ 
times a salad needs to play 
another role. Sometimes it 
just needs to help us appre¬ 
ciate the other foods. That’s 
where this Pressed Cucum¬ 
ber Salad with Sour Cream 
comes in. 

1. Slice both cucumbers 
and the onion as thinly as 
possible, then mix them 
together in a large bowl. 
Sprinkle the salt over the 
vegetables. 


2 . Using your hands, gently 
knead and press the vege¬ 
tables. Don’t crush or mash 
them, just gently work the 
vegetables in the bowl. 

3 . After 2 to 4 minutes of 
kneading, there should be 
a large amount of water in 
the bowl. Pour off and dis¬ 
card the water. 

4 . Stir in the sour cream, 
dill, lemon zest and juice, 
garlic powder and black 
pepper. The salad can be 
made up to 4 hours in ad¬ 
vance. If so, prepare the 
dressing separately and re¬ 
frigerate in a separate con¬ 
tainer from the cucumbers. 
Just before serving, drain 
the cucumbers again, then 
mix in the dressing.

1. In a medium saucepan 
over medium-high, combine 
the vinegar, sugar, salt, shal¬ 
lot, allspice, black pepper, 
red pepper flakes, mustard 
seeds and dill seeds. Bring to 
a boil, then reduce to a sim¬ 
mer. Cover and simmer for 5 
minutes. 

2 . Add the green beans and 
simmer for another 5 min¬ 
utes. Remove from the heat 
and allow to cool. 

3 . Once cooled, the green 
beans can be jarred (with 
some of the liquid) and re¬ 
frigerated for up to 5 days.
